Report of School Board. 


The past year the schools have been open for thirty- 
one weeks and we feel that during these weeks excel- 
lent work has been done in all the schools. 

Courses in drawing have been introduced in the 
lower grades and the children seem very much interes- 
ted in this work and have done some very neat work in 
that course. 

We hope in the near future this work may be taken 
up in the more advanced grades, so that as the pupils 
are promoted they may not lose the little they have 
already accomplished in this direction. 

Music has been taught in all of the schools and we 
feel that the time given to this branch of study has 
been well spent. 

Of course, it is impossible to make a singer of every 
child, but each one has learned something about music. 
There are many sweet voices among the children in 
the schools and the improvement they have made in 
this branch of work is readily shown in the sweet little 
songs they can sing for one’s entertainment when 
visiting in the different grades. We hope each child 
that attends the public schools of this town will ap- 
preciate the advantages and opportunities given them 
for progress. 

Repairs have been made on the interior of the Ridge 
and Narrows school buildings in the way of paint and 
paper, and quite a little in way of general repairs have 
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been made at the Mountain building, so we feel now 
that all the buildings are in very good condition. 

The attendance has been very good this past year and 
we wish to urge upon both parent and child the neces- 
sity of good attendance in order to have a good report 
to be sent to the State. The better the report sent 
to the State, the more aid we may expect financially. 
Let child, parent, teacher and school board all work 
together for the advancement of education in our pub- 
lic schools. 

We wish to thank the teachers for the honest,sincere 
work they are doing in the school room, and we be- 
lieve their efforts are appreciated by the public.
